A letter appeared in the Daily 
Press of the 2nd instant, from Capt. 
Henry Webber of the ‘steamship 
Ocean on the subject of Quarantine 
Regulations in Sydney, which is cer- 
tain to attract public © attention. 
Captain Webber appears to have ex- 
perienced some of the inconveni- 
ences properly imposed by the Quar- 
antine Regulations during his recent 
yisit to Sydney, -and regarding his 


scare has been fanned into a flame 
for political purposes by fanatical 
Anti-Chinese meetings, the outcome 
of which ig that the unfortunate 
Chinese are subject. to, in some in- 
stances, most barbarous treatment,. 
by what. is known as the larrikin 
—clement- of the-population.?—_—- 
In the opening speech of His’ Ex 
cellency the Governor of New South’ 
Wales at the recent opening of the 
second session of the Tenth Parlia- 
ment, special. reference is made to 
the difficulties and dangers arising 
out of Chinese immigration; and as 
the Neweustle Morning Herald truly 
enough observes, this wholesale in- 
troduction of population must be 


“f-attended with seriots dangérs to the 


public health; in proof of which he 
quotes the fact that the late small- 
pox visitation had its origin in one 
of the Chinesé quarters of Sydney. 
The.. Australasian Sketcher of-July 
2nd gives the following account of 
‘the outbreak :— 


“ Small-pox has broken out in Sydney, 
New South Wales, causing groat excite- 
-ment throughout-Australia, "The first cago, 
was ‘that of a Chinese child. Then a car~ 
penter, who had been employed upon some 
buildings opposite the residence of the 
child, took the disease and died; and than 
a women residing near the premises 
caught it. ‘The scare has been intensified 
owing to the fears. entertained that the 
Chinese of Sydney, of whom there ig 
a very large number, swarming in 
thickly-clustered houses in a densely inha- 
hited part of the town, are concealing 
casts. These fears originated through 
peculiar circumstauces. Thero is a building 
on the Botany-road, Waterloo, which until | 
the 16th June was occupied by Sun Hung 
Lee and Co., grocers, of Sussex-strect, as 
a branch store. At about half-past § 
o'clock in the evening a spring cart drew 
up outside the place, and a Chinaman, 
who states his name to be Ah Hung, trans- 
ferred a strange-looking parcel from the 
vehicle to the building. The neighbours, 
supposing the parcel to be a l¢prous Ohina~ 
man gave information to Police-sergeant 
Bradwell, who at once proceeded to the 
place to make an examination, At first 
the house appeared to be tenantless. 
Eventually the sergeant found that an_up- 
per room, in a back part of the building, 
was secured, and that the key of the lock 
was inside. After knocking for some’ time 
without inducing anyone. to open the door, 
he obtained the assistance of a constable, 
and the door was forced open, There 
were two beds in the room—one contained 
Ah Hung and the other contained another 
Chinawan, whogo.name is said to be Won 
Ping. Nothing appeared to be the mattor 


we 
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_ We are further informed. that the 
Victorian authorities are also on the 
alert. ‘the Chief Secretary -has re- 
quested the New South Wales Gov- 
ernment to keep him advised as to 
the progress.of the discase inSyduey. 
Hv has informed the South Australian 


to the action of the Victorian Gov- 
ernment, that a difficulty arises from 
the overland traffic between this 
colony and New South Wales. It 
would be possible to put steamers or 
their passengers inquarantine, but it 
is almost impossible to interfere with 
trains. The Central Boatd of Health 
has addressed a report to the Chief 
Secretary as to the inutility of ex- 
arriving by steamer, and this advice 
has been accepted. The Board is of 
opinion that if the epidemic spread 
.it may be advisable to stop the im- 
-migration— of Chinése—from - New 
South Wales-to this colony. . As to 


95 per cent, of the children here are 
vaccinated. In New South Wales 
the percentage is very much smaller. 

‘ That Captain Webber had a trying 
time when his vessel was quarantined 
by the New South Wales authorities 
cannot be doubted; but as his state- 
ment of details is widely different 
from various independent reports, 
and has already been in some respects 
officially contradicted by the Gov- 
ernment in Sydney, we believe it to 
be strangely exaggerated ; and there- 
fore, like his remarks on tlie small- 
pox, to which allusion has already 


reliable. ; 

It is no doubt a great pecuniary 
loss to owners of vessels to have to 
obey quarantine regulations; but as 
private interests have no claims to 
consideration where the public health 
is threatened, itis far better to accept 
the inevitable with a good grace. 
The New South Wales Government 
have no doubt acted wisely, and well 
within their powers, in the course 
adopted towards all vessels from 
Chinese ports; and although we 
trust that the stringent regulations 
now in force may not be required for 
a lengthened period, the seriousness 
of the outbreak in Sydney of the 
most loathsome, and at the same

conduct of the Captain of the Ocean ; 
in fact, deliberately accusing hizn of 
a gross breach of faith on thisident-— 
‘jeal subject, a charge which we trust 
Captain Webber will not fail to sa- 
tisfactorily meet without loss of 
time. ; . 

It seems. somewhat unfortunate 
that the Captian of the Ocean when 
writing to the Hongkong press, 
should have forgotten or overlooked, 
as he appears to have done, the fact 
‘that we zegularly receive the Aus- 


‘ tralian papers in this colony, and 


have therefore every opportunity of 
. forming our own views on-the ques- 
tions at issue. It is also a matter of 
fact, worthy of comment, that his 
account of the small-pox visitation in 
Sydney, which has caused so much 


alaim in that city, docs not_in many_ 


respects correspond with the parti- 
culars published in the Sydney news- 
papers. _ 


‘Captain Webber asserts, that as 


the only fatal case’ was that of “an 
unfortunate man named Ront,. who 
lived in q totally different part of the 


to be covered with sores. In a room at 
the rear, three other Chinamen were 
found, but they did not appear to be suf- 
fering from any disease. No time wag 


all five Chinese in quarantine. Next 
morning Dr. Caffyzi visited the patient, 
and pronounced him to be suffering 
from small-pox in the suppurating 
stage. Senior-sergeant Lawless, accom- 
panied by a Chinese interpreter, also visit- 
ed the house, with a view of. eliciting 
whence the patient came. All that could 
be learnt from Ah Hung -was that Won 
Ping had recently slept at Sung Hung 
Let’s establishment; that ho had been 
knocking about, first sleeping at one place, 
.then at another; and that he had even- 
tually taken up his abode in the place at 
which he was now staying; He stated 
that on the previous Wednesday night he 
went for a walk, and met the sick man 
near Goulburn-street. The sufferer asked 
him to act as his nurse, promising that he 
would pay him for so doing, and he agreed 
to do so. How he obtained the use of the 
cart und where he did not state. In fact, 
it was evident that. he was determined to 
reveal as littie ag possible. As many of 
the Chinese as possible are being vacci- 
nated. The greatest activity is being 
shown in Sydney in adopting precaution- 
ary measures, with a view to prevent the 
spread of the disease; and a largo numbor 
of persons haye been quarantined.”

Washington, July 2—Ab 9.30 o'clock 
this morning, when President Garfield was 
at the Baltimore ant Potomac depot with 
his party, waiting to take the train, he was 
shot twice by & man within tayo Feet of 
him. The President's friends rushed to 
him ag ho fell, and Blaine called for he'p. 
Rockwell, the station agent, arrested the 
assassin, who said: “I did it. Tama stal- 
wart and Arthur is now President. Take 
a lotter I have here to General Sherman. 
and he will tell you all about it.” The 
President's wounds are said. to be not 
mortal. There is groat excitement. 

. THE ASSASSIN. 

The man who shot him wrote his name 
on a card ag Charles Qniteau, attorney- 
at-law, Chicago.” Washington is wild 
with excitement, ‘and the whole populace 
is gathered about the Baltimore and Poto- 
mac depot, ‘The man evidently had
